MORE RECORDS 
ESTABLISHED, 
LAND FILING 


34,560 Acres Taken up in 
Last Eight Day 


Period 
In spite of the lateness of the sea- 
son land filing during the past eight 
day period which closed Thursday at 
the local office of the Dominion land 


department, was as brisk as at any 
time in the past year and as a result 
another record week was set up with 
34,560 acres of land being filed on 
This complement was made up of 213 
homesteads which were taken out, to- 
gether with three soldier grants. 

During the corresponding period of 
year only 33 homesteads were 
up in addition to one 
The acreage filed upon during 
pr riod only totalled 5,440 acre 

Agenis at the local office reported 
Friday that enquiries concerning land 
registration were still continuing to 
swamp the local office and that in- 
terest throughout the province was as 
keen as at any time during the 
parts of the year 

One reason attributed to the steady 
increase in filing is the fact that the 
fall has been more favorable for filing 
than any fall for a number of years. 
This open season, offieials claim, per- 
mits the prospective settler to view 
land upon which settlement is intend- 
ed before he makes his claim 

In view of the fact that the filings 
are continuing strong, officials are 
optimistic as to the possibility of 
breaking all land filing records at the 
Edmonton office.

New Debtors Law 
Is Asked For'| 


Serious consideration will be given | 
by the provincial government to two 
amendments to the Smal) Debts Re- 
covery act, suggested by the Retal! 
Merchants’ association, according to 
Hon. J. F. Lymburn, attorney general 
These are’: That debtors refusing to 
make payment on @ judges order 
render themselves liable to imprisor 
ment and that recalcitrant debtors 
though not subject to imprisonment 
would lose their right to various ex 
emptions allowed by law

is that at the time of giving judgment 
the judge could determine the abilit 
al the debtor to pay and then could 
make such order as payment by in- 
stelmenis as he saw fit.

As Wise had no assets he should be discharged, submitted Mr 
Jack Counsel for Ping Le asked a iturther adjournment of the 
application There was nothing on record, it was contended, to ehow 
that Wise was without sufficient assets to satiaf the judgimen and 
counsel wished to get in touch with pletotiff in regard to thet and oth
